(The Commission convened at 1000 hours and waited until 


1040 hours for the prosecution's attorney for the SS. The prosecution 
failed to appear in the Commission and the Commissioner proceeded to hear 
the affidavits on the part of the SS without the prosecution being present.) 

COMMISSIONER TAYLOR; Dr. Pelcknann, you may proceed with the 
presentation of your affidavits concerning the 88, 

DR, PELCKMANN; I want to submit a few affidavits concerning 
concentration camps, 

First, my proposal to obtain files and sentences of the military 
courts against members of the concentration camps and guard units, such as 
in Belsen, Mauthausen, Dachau, Neriengamme, Celle, Rastah, Wuppertal, (Strut- 
hoff-Natzweiler) was turned down. 

My request to look through the documental material of the 8 


in the allied document circles was refused by the Bureau of the General 
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Secretary for security reasons. 

In order to refute the prosecution's claim that the mis- 
treatment, single murders and mass murders in the concentration camps, 
were & system and that the entire SS was guilty of that crime and that 
these facts were known to the great mass of the SS people, I could not 
use the written material for the above mentioned reasons, 

Through my systematical checking of all witnesses who have 
been brought to Nurnberg and by checking parts of the affidavits from 
the camps made it possible for me to bring out facts, which are suited 
for the repudiation of the prosecution's daim. 

Lord Judge Lawrence stated in the session of January 29th 
(page 3517 of the German transcript) that he expected sentences and 
evidence from the defense concerning the concentration camps, On page 
3493, he stated upon the questioning of the French prosecutor, Dubost, 
if the court was of the opinion that the same conditions were in the other 
concentration camps that had been described by two witnesses, He answered 
if Mr. Dubois did want to prove that, then he would have to bring a witness 


from rs of the hundreds of concentration camps, Following these lines, 


I T the court a number of affidavits by & number of SS guard units, 


command post members, camp inmates and occasional visitors of the concen- 
tration camps, This counter evidence concerns itself, just as the prosecution 
evidence does, with only a limited number of camps, 

Today, I hand over a sworn affidavit by the former commandant 


of the concentration camp in Sachsenhausen since 1942, Anton Kaindle, in 


which he described the basic administration of this camp and the camps in 
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general, In this affidavit he gives his position concerning the state- 
ments of the prosecution, 

I also present three sworn affidavits of the SS Judge, Dr. 
Konrad Morgen and one each from Dr. Werner Paulman and Dr, Werner Hansen. 
These affidavits state that after 1943 the SS courts went after any signs 
of corruption in the concentration camps and in this connection found out 
concerning the mistreatment, killings and mass murders in some of the 
concentration capps, They describe in detail, due to their month long 
investigations, which were carried out in some concentration camps, their 
close contact with the prisoners and the actual happenings in the con- 
centration camps (authority of food, orders and work) and special crimes, 
They also describe how these crimes could occur, what certain persons were 
responsible and how it was possible that these crimes were kept secret 
from the public for years and therefore were also kept secret from the 
individual SS men. 

They aleo describe, in this connection, the opposition met from 
the responsible leaders of the concentration camps against these investi- 
gations and list &EEXEXK points in which these decress of mass externina- 


tions came, 


On the other hand, these sworn affidavits prove that this knowledge 


of the judges was not known to the public and therefore was not known 
` to the individual SS men and that the secret remained within a smell 


circle that was sworn to secrecy in the main office SS court, 
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Dr. Morgan arrived in Nurnberg on July let from a camp and I 
therefore could not use him as a witness before the commission, 

Since the indictment against the concentration camp complex is 
especially strong and since up to now, due to the already mentioned former 
hinderances which the defense has met and due to the fact that &he actual 
occurances and the claim that this whole entire matter was unknown to the 
public and therefore also to the SS men is so hard to understand for the 
person that is hot familiar with this matter and to the foreigner, who is 
not familiar with the German conditions, I beg that all six affidavite be 
translated in their entirety due to their importance. 

COMMISSIONER TAYLOR: Dr. Pelckmann, you have three affidavits 
here from Dr. Konrad Morgen. I understand that they are supposed to ex- 
plain the condition of the concentration camps, Is that correct? 

DR. PELCKMANN; Only partly. 

COMMISSIONER TAYLOR; You have an affidavit from Dr. Werner 
Paulman. Tell us briefly what is the conéents of this affidavit? 

DR. PELCKMANN; This affidavit of Dr. Paulman shows that the 
SS judges found out about the mass killings and individual killings in 
the concentration camps and that it was very hard for these people as 
Judges to find out the true facts in the concentration camps, I explained 
all these reasons clearly in the letter, which I just presented. 

COMMISSIONER TAYLOR: Dr. Pelckmann, what was your last affidavit 
number for the SS on the affidavits you have already submitted? 


DR. PELCKMANN: I have submitted 63 affidavits, 
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COMMISSIONER TAYLOR: Let the affidavit by DR. WERNER PAULMANN 
be marked SS AFFIDAVIT NO, 64 for identification. 
The three affidavits of DR. KONRAD MORGEN will be marked 
SS AFFIDAVITS NOS, 65, 66 and 67 for identification, 
Let the affidavit of ANTON NDL be marked SS DAVIT 
for identification. 
Let the affidavit of Dr. Werner Hansen be marked SS AFFIDAVIT 
. NO. 69 for identification. 
The record will show that the defense counsel has requested 


that the above mentioned and numbered affidavits be translated, 
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MR TAYLOR: Doctor, can you reduce the summaries a little more, 
you are going to have an awful long record here. You know, I have got 
summarize these affidavits,and jud; ing from the size of this, it is not

DR. PELCKMANN: I did not even:read my

WR TAYLOR: Howmany ofthese affidavits do you hav 
as this one, 

DR PELCKMANN: Not one. Only this one, May I read my summary? 

MR TAYLOR: Yes, go ahead, Doctor. 

DR PELCKMAN': I submit an affidavit which has been made by the 
witnesses Kampp and Franz, both of judiciary qualities,and both were interned 
in Camp 73, Kornwesterheim,and are now عس-صخد‎ witnesses here in the witness 
wing,and have made a complete summary of the sworn affidavits from the 
affidavits received from Camp 73 ofthe SS men that are interned there. I 
beg that this affidavit be translated in its entiriety. It is not possible 


to make a summary of this affidavit,and to submit that, since the affidavit 


concerns itself with virtually all the prosecution claims against the SS; 
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concerns itself with one point only,shortly, andit saves the submission of 
thousands of affidavits,and, therefore, is a basis for a fair hearing. I shall 
submit next week a summary of over one-hundred thousand collective declara- 
tions,am evaluation of over ten-thousand individual affidavits, which work 
is stillbeing done currently in the witness wing under the leadership of the 
witness Reinecke,and the work is being done by fifteen men witnesses who 
have judicial qualities . This summary will be an important addition, and 
is without a doubt thelfirst broad basis of evidence which concerns itself 
mostly with numbers and small key words,but not too much text, therefore, 
it is absolutely necessary that the submitted affidavit of Franz be 
translated entirely, because it gifts a complete description to its text, or 
content. 

WR TAYLOR: Let the affidavits of Kampp and Franz be marked 
S3 No. 70 for identificatioh,and request at counsel to have the same 
translated be noted, Dr. Pelckmann, let me ask you a question. Do 
you intend by your otter summary to cover the sane facts contained in this 
affidavit? 

DR. PELCKMANN. Yes, I am going to submit other affidavits. 
However, the other affidavits will not be quite as understandable uniess 
affidavit is admitted in connection with it in order to give the transla- 
tion of the entire text an explaration in its mmkkrimkyx entirety. 

WR TAYLOR: Proceed with the next afiidavit. 

DR PELCKMANN: I state the following: I had asked for Kampp 
ani Franz to be witnesses for the court as typical representative of the SS 


people,and they were supposed to say what they state now in this affidavit 


before the court,and, apparently, last week instead of hearing the wit- f 
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nesses before the Commission, to have them make up an affidavit as typical 
members of the SS, instead of the hearing before the Commission. The next 
affidavits concern themselves with the great, strong indictment of germiniza- 
tion. The first affidavit is Golling I., and I give the following sumnary: 

MR TAYLOR: How many affidavits do you have. Are they all of the 
same person? 

DR. PELCKMANN: No, not the same person. 

MR TAYLOR: You are not summarizing this document, Doctor, yo 
are writing a brief on these things. 

DR PELCKMANN: I want to state for the record that the prosecu- 
tion ras used several days presenting documents,and witnesses against this 
particular point. I don't think that the defense is asking for too much if 
it asked for a few documents, and a few summaries to be transl ted, The mea- 
sures of the Staff Main Office were notsuited to carry out the plunderings, 
depredations, geriinization,and persecution of races. 

1. The economic exhaustion of the occupied countries was a matter for the 
Ministry of Commense, Speer ani Goering (see transcript page 1298). 

2. A treatment of the Poles inthe Eastern territories that were in a 
part of the Reich, which was a mater for the RSHA. Himmler forbade the 
Staff Main Office to interfere in these questions, and, therefore, was not 
informed of the evacuation of Poles. Ihe evacuations forbidden in the 
beginning of 1941 sofar as the evacuations were carried out, there were 
regulated re-settlements into the general government from a thing different 
from the re-setilement from the Czechoslovakia of today. 


B. Depredation of Poles of force labor were not carried out by the Staff 


Main Office,and were in opposition to its duties, Since 500,000 German 
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re-settlers camps had to be placed as it were,which were re-settlement 
camps without workand without homes. 
redations. 4, The German peoples list was not carried out by the SS 
(claim of the prosecution on page 1318 of the German transcript) but it was 
carried out by the offices of the Reichsministry oflnterior. In this case 


it was no racial persecution. Since the reports as to these lists were 


voluntary,and only for people with German ancestry, the row of those Germans 


which didnot report for this to the Gestapo according to the decree of 

16 February 1942 (R-:12 USA 309, Decree No. 1) is not in opposition to this, 
since this was purely a Poles measure,and was aimed against draft 1 
fhe decrees Nos. 2 and 3 of this Gestapo were also listed in this connection, 
were in opposition to the ideas of the Staff Main Office, and, therefore, were 
not carried out. 


5. The settlements of Germans was not carried out, nor was anything later on 


confiscated for that. 
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PELCKMANN: VI, Confiscation of Polish property was carried out neither 
through the SS nor the Staff Main Office but a representative of the four-year 
plan and by the Reich Food Minister. The right for confiscation of the Reich 
Commisar did not lead to changing of ownership or property which did not lead to 
evacuation, deportation or settlement of racial Germans. In other words, it was 
a prize given to good Nazis (page 1319 of the German transcript). It rather 
was a measure against the General Administrator of the confiscated property 
in order to house the resettlers professionally during the War. The list in 
8-92, USA 312, pages 12 and 13, only shows the extent of the funds and property 
which were administered by the General Administrator. The property which was 
confiscated within the area of the four land offices concerned itself only 
with the confiscation of more important areas for the use of troop training 
places, airports and armament industry, which were carried out in the same 
extent in the Reich itself. In addition to that, according to paragraph 8, 
#2 - R-92, confiscations were forbidden principly. This list concerns itself 
not only with four land offices, but it concerns itself with entire Eastern 
areas which were once again put under German protection, As far as confiscations 
were carried out in this case then, a full retribution was planned, 
VII In opposition to that, Document 1352 P,S. USA 176 (transcript 

page 1056, 1324 and 1684) cannot prove the carrying out of confiscations or 
deportations by the SS since this was only a suggestion by an unimportant 
person by the name of Kusche, who was no SS member and who was relieved because 
he was not suited for his position. The suggestions were turned down, 


VIII The confiscation of valuable matters (R-143, Trial Brief against 


the SS, page 34) was not carried out by the SS, but by the Haupttreuhandstelle 


East. In this case it was solely a relisting of the confiscations orders by the 
RSHA, These art treasures, by the way, were not plundered, but were sent to 


museums, 
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Since this affidavit concerns itself, as you have seen already in the summary, 
with various single points of the indictment, I would like to ask you to have 
this document translated in its entirety. 

COMMISSIONER TAYLOR: What does this witness know personally aboutthe 
records of the proceedings before the Tribunal? 


DR. PELCKMANN: He knows the transcripts. 


COMMISSIONER TAYLOR: Do you think this affidavit is relevant and 


material to the defense under the terms of an affidavit? 

DR. PELCKMANN: True, I had already requested wwen him as witness 
before the Commission, and only because the Commission stopped its hearings 
I could not hear him. It is entirely complex, brought up by the prosecution, 
was only dealt with by one witness who only gave information to a very limited 
extent, 

COMMISSIONER TAYLOR: Then this affidavit is, in fact, the personal 
opinion of the affiant from his reading the records before the Tribunal, 
Is that correct? | 

DR. PELCKMANN: I say that this is not a personal opinion, but rather 
a personal knowledge which this person has due to his position he had in the 
Germanization plan, and after he has seen the points that were made by the 
prosecution. 

COMMISSIONER TAYLOR: Let the affidavit be marked SS 71 for identification, 

HHBUHHHUOHOHHSRH/BHHUBHOHOBHEHOHHPHHHE 

DR. PELCKMANN: Next summary of affidavit CREUTZ I. lJhe Staff Main 
Office of the Reich Commisar was not formed in order to carry out the plan 
of evacuation, resettlement, confiscation, deportation, etc (page 1681 of the 
German transcript), because changing tae Statt Main Office did not exist at the 


time when this matter was started, 
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2. The mixup of the various resettlement measures makes it highly 
improbable that a common conspiracy plan was present, 

3. The Staff Main Office had nothing to do with the return of Germans 
from foreign countries - a matter of the Volksdeutschen - had nothing to do 
with the extraction of an endangering influence of foreign populations which 
was the duty of the RSHA. 

4, Himmler was made Reich Commisar, because he accidently knew the 
Italian Minister of Interior, Buffarini, and together with him carried out the 
resettlement of the population of South Skxxm Cairo. 

5. The speeches of Himmler and Metz (1918 PS) Charkow, Bad Schachen (1-70) 
and Posen (1919-PS) were unknown to the co-workers in the Staff Main Office and 
which were in opposition to their statemente which suggested that pe-ceful 
regulation of minority question agreements between the various nations, 

Just like the previous document, this is important according to //1 
paragraph VI-A of the 13 March 1946, concerns itself with the general question 
as to whether the SS or parts thereof were mix criminal. This document 


proves connection with the statements of the prosecution by the expert knowledge 


of the affiant that the statements of the prosecution were incorrect. That is, 


the SS had nothing to do with these matters. 


COMMISSIONER TAYLOR: Let the affidavit be marked SS 72 for identification. 


DR. PELCKMANN: I also ask for the same reason that the above affidavit 
be translated in its entirety. 

MR. TAYLOR: Let the record show that the defense is requesting that 
above affidavit be translated.

DR, PELCKMANN: Next affidavit - GREIFELT I. Summary: Staff MainOf- 
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. m fice of the Reich Commisar for securing of German race (Reich Commisar) was no 
office of the SS. 

1. Because the 6000 iwá - not more than a maximum of 600 belonged 
to the SS and of 15 active chiefs, only 7 belonged to the SS, 

2. The racial and settlement main office of the SS would have been 
suitable office in this case. 

3. Because the main officers were jurists or ministerial officials 
which were not influenced by the SS, SS settlement requests also were turned 
down during the war just as SA settlement requests, even though the request 
was Supported by the order of Himmler. 

4. The SS, an organization, was not called in to carry out the duties, 

5. The SS members did not know the duties and organization of the Staff 
Main Office, because they were not informed of it. 

6. Himmler himself did not mention activities of the Staff Main Office 
when he mentioned the affidavits of the SS in his Posen speach (1919 P.S.) 

7. The national socialist year book 1941, which is 2163 P.S., which was 
brought up by the prosecution was not an official report and is contrary to 
the facts,

Summary: Staff Main Office was no SS office but a Reichs office. SS or Party 
membership was not necessary for experts, 
There was a Reichs Department that had been establishedby a decree of the Reichs 
Government, Refer: 686-PG, USA 305. The means were put at the disposal by the Reichs 
Ministry of Finance. This department had the right to negotiate business without 
paying fees, to give instructions to other authorities, and to pay its employees 
according to the tariff for public employees. 
The evacuations in Alsace-Lorraine and Luxembourg were carried through by the Chief 
of the Civilian Administration and the Reichs Commissar was only interested in any 
objects of value that were left behind and in the quartering of resettlers, The 
people who were evacuated were supposed to be indemnified fully. 
See 3-11۸, USA 314, transcript pages 133A, 1425, 1685 and 3735. 
I should like to have this affidavit translated in full because of the charge that 


the Main Office is an SS official department,

Affidavit of Greifelt II. 
Summary: The Reichscommissar for the Securing of German Folkdom was not the logical 
or proper authority in order to carry out the program of training of the SS for the 
rule of Europe to formulate it and to issue it. Refer to transcript page 1861 of 
the speech of Farr of 20 December 1945. Such a program of the SS is unknown to the 
Chief of the Staff Main Office-SS, Obergruppenfuehrer and General of Police Greifelt, 
He and his collaborators would have been unfit to carry out such a program as they 
had not agreed with it. Proof of this is that several named not purely Aryan re- 
settlers were treated, as far as their property was concerned, like the other re- 
settlers, 
It was a special task to solve the minority question on a peaceful basis, that is, 
by drawing back the German minorities into the German area based on the agreements 
with Estonia, Latvia, the USSR, Roumania, etc. The withdrawal shows that a permanent 
extension of the German Frontiers had not been thought of. As applies to the rest, 
the treatment of the foreign nationals, the business of the RHA. 


Because of the extent of the resettlement before the war, as Greifelt was the 


head of the Staff Main Office, I should like to have this affidavit translated in full, 


COMMISSIONER TAYLOR: Let the affidavit be marked SS No. 76 for identifi- 
cation and the request of counsel for translation of the same be noted.

The affidavit is quite short but it is especially important to refute the 

charge of the indictment and I should therefore like to have it translated in full.

The SS reserve troops never had any police tasks 
and never developed any state or security police activities 
whatsoever, Joint discussi ons between the Commanders of the 
SS reserve troops and the heads of other sectors under 
Himmler's jurisdiction never took place, 

On the 9th am 10th of November, 1958, the 
Reserve Xmmpx troops had assembled for the purpose e of the

corps to their billets, so that not a single man took 


a part in the excesses. 
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At the outbreak of war the SS reserve troops had 
no general staff, no reserve officers, no reservists and 
no reserve troops prepared for the war, not even as far 
as training was concerned, The idea of war in itself was 
never glorified by them or in this group. The SS reserve 


troops like the entire nation were informed about the 


incidents that had taken place on the German-Polish border 


only through the p ess and the radio and hoped for a peace- 
ful solution of the difference of opinion, 

MR.

Summary of 
the first affidavit: As an SS obergruppenfuehrer and general of the Waffen 
SS and police 2uekxmyxxeukinmsk, Hofmann was the last higher SS and police 
fuehrer, southwest, in service command #5. The commander of the Secubity

1938 Koewle took part in the Reich Party rally as untersturmfuehrer and observed 
& visit of diplomats as guests in Camp Biwak, When the SS began to sing in a 
jolly spirit, the ladies and gentlemen of the diplomatic corps began to participate 
too. The British ambassador in Berlin, Mr, Henderson, who stood next to Koewle 
said, "If I were a German, I would also be an SS man," 

MR. TAYLOR: Are there any objections to the affidavit submitted? 

COL. ORLOV: In my opinion this affidavit has no value at all. I doubt that 
this affidavit has any provocative value and I am of the opinion that if the Com- 


mission submits this affidavit to the Tribunal, they will receive a reprimand, 
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If some foreign diplomats - ladies and gentlemen - visited a certain camp as is 
said here of what importance is it. I myself, of course, am not authorized to 
suspect this affidavit as not being true. Perhaps the circumstances were as de- 
picted, but even if so, what importance would it be, For example,if some 
foreigners visited a concentration camp ~ Biwak, for example, and saw only 
what was being shown them, they might very easily declare this or any othercon- 
centration camp to be a sanitorium. The people concerned in this affidavit were 
no SS men themselves and did not know probably what was being carried on, 

DR. LAUSCHENBACH:  Affidavits of this nature are of the very utmost importance 
for the defense of the SS, Tt is not important whether diplomats made Statements 
of this mxme effect and when they did make statements to this effect whether they 
knew of the terrible conditions that existed, but important is that the mass of 
the SS men did not know too conditions in the concentration camp, but only knew 


of conditions as they were being shown to visitors. Therefore, they, too, Brew 


the same conclusions from what they had seen, as the foreign visitors did and in 


drawing these conclusions and in seeing only what the visitors saw, they had to 
believe that the SS was an organization that was recognized abroad and not a 
criminal organization, 

MR. TAYLOR: We have the objection of the prosecution and that will benoted 
in the record and reference made thereto, The affidagit will be marked SS-90 for 


identification.

DR. LAUSCHENBACH: The next affidavit is &ffidavit by ESCHHOLDT /2, In 


1938, Eschholdt took part in the Party rally and in receiving the diplomatic 
corps. The then Polish ambassador, Lipski, gave an address in the name of the 
diplomatic corps in which he expressed his praise and recognition of the SS, 
emphasized the virtures of the SS especially, and stressed that it was an honor 


for the diplomatic corps to be allowed to be in the circle of this elite of the 
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German nation. The good reputation that the SS had was found and confirmedthat 
night,  Eschholdt said kx if he were a German, he would also belong to the SS. 
Towards the end, a toast was drunk to the SS. None of those present, SS 
members could, after what had just been experienced, supposed that they belonged 
to a crimin-l organization, but on the other hand they had leaned to the impres- 
sion that this organization was respected in the entire world, 
MR, TAYLOR: Are there any objections to the affidavit? 
COL. ORLOV: The objection is the same as I made to the other affidavit, 
MR. TAYLOR: The objection of this affidavit by prosecution is noted as 


being the same objection as to SS-90, for further reference. The affidavit

SS fuehrers of which Eschholdt also was one and expressed his special praises.

MR, TAYLOR: The objection of the prosecution being made to 33-92 is noted and 
will be used for further reference by the Commission. The Commission is of the 
opinion that the last three affidavits are not relevant; they are more or less 
personal opinion of what the affiants heard somebody say. Does counsel think 
that they are relevant and material to the defense? 

DR. LAUSCHENBACH: Yes, I'm of the opinion that they are, The witnesses 
made observations that were at the same time made by lar; numbers of SS fuehrers 
and men, In this morning's session the affidavit submitted by Kamp and Franz also 


contained statements as to missions of foreign personalities concerning this 
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organization and in the comprehensive affidavit that is going to be submitted 
next week, there will be a number of such statements of personal impressions 
and obsergations, 
MR. TAYLOR: Very well, I just wanted to get your idea, 
DR. LAUSCHENBACH: The next two affidavits are two affidavits in proofof 
the utmost maintenance of secrecy within SS, The first one made by MEINE I, 
Meine was the representative of the personal consultant of the Reich Fuehrer 
SS. Not even the Reich Minister of Justice had the right to visit the concen- 


tration camp without the expressed permission of Reich Fuehrer SS. Af such a 


visit had been authorized, Himmler gave the instruction to the concentration 


camp in question via the Reich Main Security Office that the Jewish quarters 


and other places of political importance, especially the installations for de- 
structions were not to be shown to the Reich Minister of Justice. After any

LAUSCHENBACH: I Should now like to present two documents concerning the 
fact that the fuehrers of even war veterans' organizations, such as for example, 
the Kyffhaenser organization only became formal and honorary fuehrers without hav- 
ing any other relationships, The affidavit by REINHARD - Since the 27th of Jan- 
uary 1934, Reinhard had £mxim been head of the Reich Veterans Organization (Kyff- 


haeuser), registered organization: that is an organization of soldiers of the 
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first world war for comradeship, tradition, and welfare, This organization had 
about three million members, After this organization was first placed under the 
jurisdiction of the SA as SA reserve, Reinhard tried in general from 1934 to 1936 
to accomplish the jurisdiction of this organization under the Wehrmacht, and without 
finding any support against the constant attacks by Party authorities, Rink Finally 
he asked Himmler to take over the sponsorship of this organization.

Lord Justice Lawrence stated in the session of January 29th (page 


3517 of the German transcript) that he expected sentences and e vidence from 


the defense concerning the concentration camps. On page 3493, he stated upon 


the questioning of the French prosecutor, Dubost, if the court was of the 
opinion that the same conditions were in the other concentration camps that had 
been described by two witnesses. He answered if Mr. Dubost did not want to 
prove that, then he would have to bring a witness from each of the hundreds of 
concentration camps. Following these lines, I handed to the court a number of 
affidavits by a number of SS guard units, command post members, camp inmates 
and occasional visitors of the concentration camps. This counter evidence 
concerns itself, just as the prosecution evidence does, with only a limited 
number of ۰ء‎ 

Today, I hand over a sworn affidavit by the former commandant of the 
concentration camp in Sachsenhausen since 19h2, Anton Kaindle, in which he 


described tho basic administration of this camp and the camps in gencral. In 
this affidavit he gives his position concerning the statements of the 
orosccutione 

I also present three sworn affidavits of the SS Judge, Dr. Konrad 
Morgon and ono cach from Dr. Werner Paulman and Dre Wemer Hansen. These 
affidavits state that after 1943 the SS courts wont after any signs of 
corruption in the concentration camps and in this connection found out 
concorning the mistreatment, killings and mass murders in some of the 
concentration camps. They describe in detail, duc to their month long 
investigations, which werc carried out in some concentration camps, thcir 
closc contact with the prisoners and the actual happenings in the concentratior 
camps (authority of food, orders and work) and special crimes. They also 
describe how those crimes could occur, what certain persons were responsible 
and how it wes possible that these crimes were kept secret from the public for 
years and therefore werc also kept secret from the individual SS mon, 

They also describe, in this connection, the opposition mot from the 
responsible loadcrs of the concentration camps against these investigations and 
list points in which these decrees of mass cxterminations camo, 


On the other hand, these sworn affidavits prove that this knowledge 
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of tke judges was not known tb the public and therefore was not known to the 
individual SS men and that tho seerct romained within a small circle that was 
worn to secrecy in the main office SS court, 

Dre Morgan arrived in Nurnberg on July lst from a camp and I 
therefore could not use him as a witness before the commission. 

Since the indictment against the concentration camp complex is 
especially strong and since up to now, due to tho already mentioned farmer 
hindrances which the defense has mot and duo to the fact that the actual 
occurances and the claim that this vhole entire matter was unknovn to the publi 
and therefore also to the SS men is so hard to understand for the person that 
is not familiar with this matter and to the foreigner, who is not familiar

DR. LAUSCHENBAK: Tho next affidavit is by Steiner of the 
13th of July, 1946. The witness testifies concorning the SS 
reserve troops before tho army, as ho as then commander of a 
regiment of the Deutschland saw and experienced these troops. 
He depicts after having been given a survey of the strength, 
the reasons that made volunteers enter the r Sorvo troops, and 
further assures us that no party idealogy was taught here and 
gives here the decisive reasons. He goes on to testify essen- 
tially as follows; 

The authoritative Fuhrer corps of the SS reserve troops 
came from the military and not the political sector. The Wehr- 


macht (army) had a full right of inspection end together with 


this influence conducted the training and conduct of the troops. 


The character and appearance of the reserve troops was to be 
distinguished primarily by soldiers, especially by Colonel Gon- 
eral Hausser, and similarly Himmlor's cducation and influence 
on the so-called basis laws of tho SS was limited. Moreover, 
the reserve troops vied away from Himmler, because Himmler was 
not a soldicr and novor really close to tho troops. 

The reserve troops regarded themselves as an Glite troop 
whose task was that of a roformatory character in a number of 
things concerning the old fashioned views of tho army, ospocial- 
ly in the case of tho rolationship between officors and men, 
their selection as aspiring officers and so on. 

The SS reserve troops never had any police tasks and never 
developed any stato or Socurity polico activitics whatsoever,. 
Joint discussions between the Comnandors of tho SS reserve 
troops and tho heads of other sectors under Himmlor's juris- 
diction novor took place. 

On the 9th and lOth of November, 1938, the Reserve troops 
had assembled for the purpose of tho administration of tho oath 


and afterwerds roturnod as a corps to thoir billots, so that not

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a single man took a part in the excesses, 

At tho outbroak of the war tho SS reservo troops had no 
general staff, no rosorve officers, no reservists and no re- 
Serve troops preparod for the war, not ovon as far as train- 
ing was concerned. The idea of war in itself was nover glo- 
rified by them or in this group. The SS reserve troops like 
the entire nation were informed about the incidents that had 
taken place on the German-Polish border only through the press 
and the radio and hoped for a peeceful solution of tho differ- 
ence of opinion.

LAUSCHENBACH: Affidavits of this nature are of the very 
utmost importance for the defense of the SS. It is not important whether 
diplomats made statements of this effect and then they did make statements 
to this effect whether they knew of the terrible conditions that existed, 
but important is that the mass of the SS men did not know too conditions in 
the concentration camp, but only knew of conditions as they were being shown 
to visitorse Therefore, they, too, drew the same conclusions from what they 
had seen, as the foreign visitors did and in drawing these conclusions and 
in seeing only what the visitors saw, they had to believe that the SS was an 
organization that was recognized abroad and not a criminal organization.
